Some  seniors  along  with  other  members  of  the  Dra¬ 
matic  Club,  presented  "The  Lord's  Prayer"  and  won  second  place  in  the  Livingstone  College 
High  School  Dramatic  Festival.  Our  Junior  play  "AFeudinOver  Yonder"  with  Annie  Mae  Smith 
as  the  star  was  a  "rippin"  success.
